**Luck is a fool; pluck is a hero” is one 
of the truest of many maxims voiced by | 
sages, and with it as 4 central figure many | 
edifices of success have been reared. 

Success, Matthews says, always a coy 
maiden, is now, when crowds of wooers 
have made her saucy, harder than ever 
towin. Andso itisin all enterprises, 
especially in the breeding of horses. 

The haphazard system of mating in the 
past has left the na} rity of would-be 
horse breeders in this province with a 
large number of nondescript colts on 
their hands which will be difficult to sell

Never breed an unsound mare, or use a 
sire that is unsound. 

By the term unsound I mean any here- 
ditary unsoundness. If you do use such 
auimals, the chances are you have an un- 
souud offspring. 

Third, Use great care in the mating of 
your mares. : 

There is now jn. this district a sufti- 
cient variety of stallions to suit. any 
class of mare: there is, therefore, no ex- 
cuse for a man using unsuitable sires. 
Take particular notice of your mare 
size, style and general formation-—and 
then select a stallion to mate. Say, for 
instance, you have a mare between ten | 
and twelve hundred, I would use a hack 
ney or Cleveland bay; and the result | 
would be a stylish driver o* sadile horse | 
for sale, ora good serviceable horse for 
the farm. If a filly, breed again on the | 
same line, and keep to it. In the end, 
you Would have a class of horse that you 
would not have to goa way from home to 
sell. Again, suppose you have a 1,300} 
mare or upwards breed to one of the | 
heavy breeds, and keep to that line of 
breeding. There is no greater folly than

1s not satisfactory between heavy and 
light breeds of horses. Now, for instance, 
say you have a team of mares about 
1,100 or 1,200, clean boned and active, 
and that you would like to breed them 
and get something heavier. You breed 
them to a big shire or clyde, thinking by 
that to get what is termed an agricultural 
team, with the result, in nine cases out 
of ten, that you have a fair farm team, 
but, at the same time, a team there is no 
market for if you want to sell them. 
Whereas, if you had bred them to a 
coach-horse, Cleveland or thoroughbred, 
you would have had a grand team for the 
farm or 8 carriage team that you would 
have had no difficulty in tinding a mar- 
ket for. In giving these illustrations I 
do not wish it to be understood that the 
weight of a mare is a safe criterion as to 
what sire to use. As I stated in the be- | 
ginning, you must carefully study the | 
| 


eneral makeup of your mare, and then | 
Er a but keep to the same line. What | 
we want is @ horse to suit the people ; 
that can and will pay good prices for | 
what they want. There is, and will be 
a demand for heavy horses, carriage 
horses, high stepping drives and saddle | 
horses, and those who raise them of good 
quality and sound will have no trouble 
in selling them. We have a good class of 
mares, also stallions with which to mate 
them and one of the finest climates in 
the world for stock. What is wanted 1s 
some judgment in iating,a clearlydetined 
ideal always in view, generous treatment 
and careful handling of our stock. Once 
fairly engaged in steck breeding, stick to 
it. Bring your enerai bear on it, 
and you will find it mteresting and pro- 
fitable. 

In conclusion, I will just touch upon 
the treatment of the brood mare and 
colt. ‘ 

I will assume that the mareis due te 
to foal early in the season, before she 
can be turned on the pasture for the 
health of the mare or the unborn colt. 
1t is abeolutely necessary that the mare. 
should have daily exercise, steady work 
if the trails are good, or an hour's run 
in the yard will do. Never back them 
when hitched up or let them founder) 
about in the deep snow.

| overcome; the last is in most cases fatal. 


The following are well tried and the 
best remedies that have come under my 
notice :— 

Costiveness, — Rectal injections of luke 
wari water every half-hour, or syrup of 
rhubarb witha few drops of linseed oil; 
dose, a tablespoonful. Nothing acts 
more powerfully than injec-ions, and the 
advantage is they do no harm. 

Diarrhoea should not be stopped sud- 
denly. A tablespoonful of brandy, with 
half a teaspoonful of tincture of gentian 
and two tablespoonsfal of lime water in 
a cupful of linseed tea every three hours. 

Tuflammation. —Apply blanket, * thickly 
folded and wrung out in very hot water, 
to belly; rub the legs well; tive teaspoons- 
ful laudanum in 2 ozs. water; repeat the 
dose in two hours if necessary.

retains the right to make ail laws in ree 
ward to the status or dignity of the 
Crown; the succession of the Crown ors 
regency; the making of ‘var or peace; 
he army, navy, militia, volunteers, oF 
other ail’ * naval forces, or the de- 
fence of the realm, treaties or other ree 
lations with foreign states or the relations 
sot Ween Clo. various part: of her Ma. 
jesty's domintons ; offences ageinst the 
awoof muti offences comunitted in 
lation of any treaty made or hereafter 
to be made between her Majesty and any 
foreign state. offeneds commit m the 
high seas or treason; alicnage or natural. 
zstion, trade, navigation or quarantine, 
und the postal and teleeraph se:vice, ex- 
cept as hereinafter in this Act mentioned 
with respect to the transmission of letters 
and tel-grams in Ireland. 

A sub-clause retains to the 
Parhament control for five 
land legislation. 

The Irish legislature is restricted frm 
passing any laws respecting the establish- 
ment of religion or Imposing any privi- 
leges or conferring any disability on ae- 
count of religious belief, or abrogating 
or derogating from the right to establish 
or waintain any place of den minational 
education or denominational charity or 
prejudicially affecting the right of any 
child to attend a senool receiving pubhe 
money without attending the religious 
Instruction at that school, or impairing 
without either the vet her Majesty 
in Council first obtamel on an address 
prese nted by the legislative body of Ire- 
land or the consemt of the corporation 
interested, the rights, property or privi- 
leges of an existing corporation ineor- 
porated by reyal charter or local or gene- 
ral Act of Parliament, or from enacting 
any legislation changing the terms of the 
Home Rule Act, except in so far as the 
Act is declared to be alterable by the 
Itish legislature. 

The Queen retains the same peroga- 
tives With respect to summoning, prore- 
guing and dissolving the Irish lecrsiature 
as the Queen has with respect to the Im- 
perial Parliament. The Irish legislative 
body can continue for five years and no 
longer, from the day on which it was ap- 
pointed ti meet. 

The executive government of Ireland 
is to be carried on by the Lord Lieuten- 
ant on behalf of her Majesty, with the 
aid of such officers and such council as to 
her Majesty may from time to time seem 
tit. 

There is an entirely new clause (22), 
which gives the Crowu the right to veto 
all Bills of the Irish legislature, and 
gives Trish representative peers the right 
to sit in the House of Lords at West- 
minster and vote onall Imperial ques- 
tions.

the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council for decision. The functions of 
the Lord-Lieutenant are-the same as in 
the Bill of 1886, and the judiciary is to 
remain for five y ars under the control of 
the Imperial Government, then to *pase 
under the control of the Irah Govern- 
ment. 

The other provisions are similar to the 
Bil’ of 1886.

To say that any given pro- 
perty is worth a certain figure, because 
through frenzy or excitement some one 
is green enough to offer the price for it, 
is only so much nonsense that always 
ends in mischief. This kind of booming 
always brings business men to & place, 
and if there is nos a corresponding in- 
crease in the industries an illigitimate 
competition ending in trouble is the in- 
evitable. No! booming always gives sup- 
posed values that result in reverses 
with consequences more or less serious” 
The growth of values should always be 
determined by the increase of profitable 
business; when it is indicated by any 
other agency **s movemert is a false 
one. The qu..§ :one for a purchaser of a 
business site to ask are these, and should 
be these only: What amount of business 
can be done on that preperty annually f 
at what rate of proSt can I do it, and 
what causes are liky todimmish er in- 
crease these profits from year to year? 
The man who rents or buys without fully 
considering these questions, is more likely 
to makea mistake then otherwise.

I have just been pern-ing « long article 
in your issue of the 19 inst. Re the 
N. P: but especially the Ma-:sy-Harris 
Co. imust say that I was somewhat 
surprised at your reasoning. You cite 
the salt business asa case in point and 
you correctly state the argument of the 
Reform party when you say that the 
American market was ail they wanted. 
Now what was the upshot of the whole 
business, with the single exception (Right- 
mey: rs who had a contrac: extendir g over 
some years witha Chicago firm) every 
salt block in the country had to shut 
down. You will no deubt recollect Sevtt 
and Grey who spent over $80,000 in their 
block, failed, and when the block was 
offered for sale by the sheriff $10,%0 
could not be reahzed. Quory why? B-- 
cause the Ainericans sold salt for lesa 
than it cost to buil but for how long did 
they do this, just until the Canadian 
bloeks were stopped working. then salt 
was retailed for $1 20 to $1.35 per barrel. 
As soon asthe present inen came into 
power and placed a duty of 50°. per 
barrel duty on salt, in less than twelve 
months salt was retailing from 902, to 
$1.00 per barrel, a clean saving to the 
emsumer of from 20 to 30: per barrel, to 
say nothing of the immense amount ex. 
pended nour own country for wood, 
staves, hoops, etc. 

You r fer againto the Massy-Harris 
Co , and tea letter by ** Investigator” in 
the Free Prees as if the atatemente that 
the Massy. Harris Co. conld saceessfully 
meet their American competitors on 
fereign field. but that they needed prv- 
tection to succeed here as nvt easily ta be 
comprehended. Tome it seems very 
plain why the manufacturers of Canada 
need their protection. In foreign fields 
the Americans cannot ‘make a dumping 
ground for tne reason ef the freight, 
while herein Manitoha they have less 
freight than the Canadians, and asthe 
harvesting season closes in the North 
Western States and as the harvest there 
is fully two weeks earlier than ours, were 
it net for the duty the whole of their eur- 
plus steck would be sold at less than cost 
spices rather than eerry them over.
